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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-32 were presented for examination and are rejected. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed October 23rd, 2006, have been fully considered but 
they are deemed not persuasive. 

3. In the remarks, Applicant argued in substance that: 

(A) Prior art of Erimli does not contain data elements in a "predetermined order." 

As to point (A), Erimli teaches a method for queuing data in a prioritized manner 
that uses a predetermined and sequential first in-first out (FIFO) ordering (col. 6, lines 8- 
16). The random-based ordering described in col. 6, lines 46-52 refers to the decision- 
making queue that determines the destination MAC port for a given packet. This is a 
method used in the external rules checker 42 that is only utilized in specific system 
configurations (col. 6, lines 20-24). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

4. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as applied to claims 1-9, 11-19, and 21-29 
are unchanged and are recited in the previous FINAL office action.
